for the balance of this«eason, on account 
of the inclement weather, the lateness of 
the season, and the abundant crops, and 
that, in my opinion, this work was abso¬ 
lutely necessary and the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s Department have approved of this 
order. No doubt it is understood that 
the Government, and particularly myself 
being the head of this force, have been 
very severe^- criticized by the Lord’s Day 
Observance people for allowing any work 
to be.done on Sundays, especially with 
regard to elevators being open, Howev¬ 
er. the farmers of this province will not 
be bothered for the balance of the season 
with regard to any restrictiona.

VULCAN OILS 

Shareholders of the Vulcan Oils 
Ltd., expressed their approval of the 
administration of the affairs of the 
company at their annual meeting held 
here in the afternoon of Friday, Oc¬ 
tober 7th by re-electing the entire di¬ 
rectorate. The reports of the direc¬ 
tors and of the auditor were accepted, 
and general satisfaction of the pro¬ 
gress made in the past vear was 
voiced by the gathering. The finan¬ 
cial statement of the company which 
was prepared for the annual meeting, 
is featured by the building up of a 
large ..reserve which is placing the 
company in a strong enough position 
to be prepared for all the breaks 
which are likely to come in a deep 
drilling field such as Turner Valleyf 
Its income from the sale 6f crude nap" 
tha is about $10,()00 per month, after 
royalties are paid. This income has 
been applied partly to drilling Vulcan 
No. 2 well, which is at 3750 feet, with 
inch casing on the top of the Fer- 
nie shales. No. 1 well is producing 
about 100 barrels per day. The finan¬ 
cial statement, which covers a six 
months production period up to June 
30, 1927, from December 1st, 1926, to 
the end of June, seven months, of 
which the well was idle one month on 
account of the explosion that wrecked 
the separator, shows that the sale of 
crude naptha amounted to $69,212.32. 
The amount of oil on hand was worth 
$2376.00, the total production of the 
well over the period in question 
amounting to $71,588.32. As the Vul¬ 
can company received $3.95 for its oil 
the production figures 18,376 barrels.

OBJECT TO PRIZE FIGHTS 


DEBTS 

There are two sides to every happen 
ing and issue, and debt is no exception 
to the ruule. In one direction debt 
leads to prosperity and plenty but in 
the opposite direction it arrives at 
worry and want. It is as well to get 
into debt of the former sort as it is to 
get out of debt of the latter kind. In 
dealing with debt it is necessary to 
distinguish between mere foolish run¬ 
ning into debt and investment; be¬ 
tween borrowing to buy non-essen¬ 
tials and borrowing for profit by in¬ 
vesting the borrowed money in prop¬ 
erty, safe securities, household neces¬ 
sities or business. Debts wisely cre¬ 
ated pay themselves but the reckless 
borrower stands to lose all. None has 
been oftener forewarned than the 
foolish borrower. For many centur¬ 
ies the Book of Proverbs has told him 
‘•The borrower is servant to the len¬ 
der.’’ He has heedlessly passed over 
in Shakespeare that admonition, 
“Neither a borrower nor a lender be; 
for loan oft loses both itself and 
friend, and borrowing dulls the edge 
of husbandry.” While from the phil¬ 
osophical Ben Franklin is learned, 
“He that goes borrowing, goes a sor¬ 
rowing.’’ One is not truly in debt 
who exchanges his loan for its equiv¬ 
alent in something else and preserves 
the latter ufitil the debt is dissolved, 
for it is always available for the sat¬ 
isfaction of the importune creditor 
The true debtor is he who dissipates 
his borrowings before the debt is sat¬ 
isfied. 


A prominent Canadian lawyer, who 
probably would not match coins with 
his best friend for a $500 principal, 
gambled more than that*the other day 
and won. It was at the time when 
the cotton market was boiling up and 
over. He decided to buy his wife a 
fur coat to celebrate an anniversary. 
He fixed a limit of $600 as what he 
waj willing to pay for the coat. But 
when he got in to a furrier’s shop, a 
smooth salesman had sold him a $1,- 
275 coat before he knew what was 
happening to him. Out on the street 
he realized that he had over-spent his 
mark of $675. He walked on to hjs 
broker’s to look over the market quo¬ 
tations and, while talking to one of 
the partners, he said, half joshingly. 
“Bill, I spent $675 this morning that I 
did not intend to spend. How can I 
get it back?’’ The broker took up the 
challenge. “In five minutes the cot¬ 
ton market closes,” he said “It will 
be closed for a few minutes while the 
government report is read. And when 
it opens again, cotton will either be 
fifty points up or fifty points down. 
Take your choice." The lawyer bought 
four lots. Twenty miutes later cot¬ 
ton opened 200 points up. He put in 
a selling order, caught about three 
quarters of the advance by the time 
his sale went through and walBeil out 
of the brokerage office $2,000 ahead 
But it was not a shrewd market trans 
action. It was a straight gamble that 
came through.—^Financial Post

BENNETT IS ELECTED 


The Member for Calgary Elected in 
the Second Ballot. Arthur Meighen 
, Made Great Speech 


Hon. R. B. Bennett is the new lead-| 
er of the Conservative party. On the; 
second ballot, the convention late 
Wednesday afternoon accorded him 
two more votes than the necessary 
one-half of alf votes cast. The sec¬ 
ond ballot stood: Bbnnett, 780; Guth¬ 
rie, 320, Cahn 266, Manion 1-18, Rog¬ 
ers 37, Drayton 3, total 1554. 

To secure election Mr. Bennett need 
ed 778 votes, he actually secured 780. 

Mr. Bennett led from the first bal¬ 
lot. 

In this Mr. Bennett secured 594 
votes or 249 mare than Mr. Guthrie, 
who came second. But although well 
ahead, Mr. Bennett still needed 139 
votes to secure the necessary major¬ 
ity of all votes, cast. The second bul-_ 
letin saw a swinging of votes towards' 
Mr. Bennett. From 594 in the first 
ballot, he rose to 780 in the second. 
Hon. Hugh Guthrie dropped from 346 
to 320; Hon. R. J. Manion from 176 
to 148; C. H. Cahan from 310 to 266; 

1 Hon. Robert Rogers from 114 to 37; 
Sir Henry Drayton from 31 to 3. 

When Mr. Bennett’s victory was an¬ 
nounced, delegates and spectators 
rose in wild applause. 

Hon. Hugh Guthrie made a motion 
that Mr. Bennett be unanimously 
elected Mr. Cahan seconded. 

The convention had, still some rou¬ 
tine business to transact. But dele¬ 
gates were in little filbod for routine 
affairs. They shouted and sang and 
filed into a queque that stretched 
across the Amphitheatre waiting to j 
shake hands with Mr. Bennett and ex-, 
tend their congratulations. 

Business finally ended, they rose 
and sang the- national anthem, the 
first National Conservative conven¬ 
tion was over. But the hand-shaking i 
continued until early evening hours. 

Sir Robert Borden, war-time prem¬ 
ier closed the first sitting of the con¬ 
servative convention at Winnipeg on 
Monday, when he said “Select your 
leader and when you have selected 
him, stand by him. Being human, he 
may not always be right, but perhaps 
it would be well for you to remember 
that you also are human, and that 
when you think he is wrong he may 
be right.” 

Hon. Hugh Guthrie, house leader of 
the opposition, called the convention' 
to order and he asked for nominations 
for chairman, N. K. Boyd, of Manitoba 
being nominated. As the leaders of 
the party took up their seats on the 
platform, they were accorded a warm 
reception and roars of applause and 
i cheers greeted Hugh John McDonald 
1 as he feebly .took his seat. Every ef- 
' fort was made for harmony, but there 
j was evidence of discord behind the 
i scenes which was quite natural, con- 
sidering the number of delegates 
' present from every province .of thg do- 
! minion. The name of Hon. Arthur 
| Meighen was on the list of speakers 
on Monday morning but he was ab-' 
i sent and did not appear on the pro- 1 ’ 

| gramme. During the afternoon he 
j entered the amphitheatre and was ac- 
I corded a tremendous reception, which 
i illustrated that he was still the idol 
of the party and his consent to act as 
leader would . have resulted in his 
election being fairly unanimous. To] 
quote from Monday’s report “Like aj 
Whiplash Squall across the placid 
surface of the National Conservative 
convention. Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen,! 
j former leader of the party, unexpect- 
i edlv aroused the greatest political! 
gathering in the history of Canada} 
into life on Monday. In his usual} 
blunt style, .but showing perhaps more 
fire than he ever did on a western j 
platform, Mr. Meighen undertook to 
defend his now famous Hamilton,

FIRE AT CAYLEY 

Town Suffers Severe Loss. Block of. 
Business District Destroyed 

The old two-storey Cayley Trading 
Co, block, situated in the heart of the 
town and owned by J. F. Khles, was 
completely destroyed by fire Monday 
morning, October 3rd in a spectacular 
blaze which for a time threatened to 
destroy the entire town. Only the 
heroic efforts of the men of town as¬ 
sisted by volunteer fire fighters from 
Nanton prevented the spread of the 
conflagration and disaster to the 'town 
The loss to the building is estimated 
at $25,000 partly covered by insur¬ 
ance. 

The fire which broke out at 8:30 
Monday morning started in the Mar¬ 
shall hardware store. Mr. Marshall, 
the proprietor, started a fire in the 
stove and then went out to breakfast. 
When he returned the store was in 
flames. Four or five families living 
on the second floor made their escape 
but most of their household effects 
were lost. 

The loss to stock of the merchants 
in the buihlipg was as follows: H. R. 
Metz, general merchant, total loss, 
$17,000, partly covered by insurance; 
Marshall hardware, total loss, partly 
covered; Curliss Confectionery, loss 
estimated at $1,500. 

When the fire was discovered a call 
was sent to Nanton and the fire bri¬ 
gade of that town and many volun¬ 
teers responded. The fire was kept 
from spreading by the use of chemi¬ 
cals and water. A 9:30 a call was sent 
to High River for the fire engine 
there, which was immediately dis¬ 
patched to the scene of the fire. When 
it arrived, however, the blaze was 
practically under control. For a time 
it seemed certain that the flames 
would spread to nearby buildings but. 
through the heroic efforts of the men. 
of the town and the volunteers from' 
Nanton and High River, the fire was 
kept within bounds. The building 
was completely reduced to debris.
